The present Hungarian régine is thue able to con~ 
solidate in peace the. Sonditions created by its governmental methods. 
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yhosu politic 1 vlewcnts, however, sho fo not sympathise vith 
the sreucnt 2oliue, should realize that the prosent ersten is 
not threatenca any Yorciogn intervention ond that it sould be 
best te secant witn putient subuission.”
